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A''Btbry which, if it bo true, ia more 
strange than a lictioii, comes to us 
from tbo hind of nowHpaptir roiniui- 
cos. It is saiil that the Trcuch Min- 
igto^.oOustice hoB lately receiTed a 
report cff ihe donfesslon of a crime tho 
horrible atro(!ity of which is soinowhat 
roHovod hr the heroic courage and 
filial devotion of a girl. Nearly thirty 
years ago, at a country place in France, 
a young woman named Marie (iuer- 
nio was foun<ii.d«ad in her . bed. It 
vaa , discovered that she had been 
poiaonod, and Huapicion fell upon her 
younger siftter, Madeleine, -who was 
believed to bo desperately in love with 
B youth to whom Marie was engag- 
ed. Madeleine wa» tried, convicted 
and^exe6ated. The father seemed to 
be/i"up under his afilicfions, brave- 
ly, but it was thought that ho was so- 
laced in his boreaveineufc by the ac- 
quisition of a considerable sum of 
money whieh tho girls had inherited 
tllrough their mother; and which on 
their death became his. A short time 
ago he fell sick, and being near his 
death he sent for a priest, the Eev. 
Abhe Barroau, and confessed to him 
that ho had murdered his oldest 
daughter himself, and had caused peo- 
ple to suspect bis youngest daughter. 
She know that her father was tho 
murderer of her sister, but rather than 
dsndunce him she calmly and silently 
■ufife rod dea th. 

The Droa^ht in New England. 

For six months the people of the 
Eastern States have been complaining 
of want of rain. Mills baye been com- 
pelled to shorten working hours, far- 
Bier-i have been put to much extra la- 
bor to obtain water for their stock, and 
in many towns water has boon .sold by 
the barrel. One farmer iu New Hainp- 
Bhire, it ia.9aid, has 500 barrels of ci- 
der, but no 'water; and iu anothar 
tDwn a farmer's house took lire and 
t ie tlamoi wore eitinguished by throw- 
iug cider upon them, water not hoing 
obtainable. The Boston "Hoi-ald" is 
incUned to blame tho i)eoplo for this 
lack. It aaya^ "In tbe last century 
No* Engl an d'was "pretty well covered 
with trees, and the rain that fell soak- 
ed into tlio ground, ran slowly down 
thevallevH and linidly resu-hed the 
ocoiv'). Now tho land ih stripped of 
traaa; the hills, and mountain regions, 
even^i where ilxe source^ of our rivers 
ajfa'^have bosn bared to the scorching 
TAVfl of iho .sun, and nearly two -thirds 
of"all tho rain that falls ovaporatog be- 
fore it roaches tho seahuard. This 
ha« dried up the sUeauis into brooks, 
tho-brooks into more rivulet-j, with 
dusty bottoin^for months, Tliis has 
ruined maay of our trout bro(jka. 
Thin, tou, by causing tlio suddon de- 
parturo of iha snows in Spring, causes 
jnaiiy destructive freshets. In tho 
thick Maine woods tho gradual melting 
of the snow lasts for weeks and keeps 
the riYera at a high pitch, vrliilfl t ue 
■troams whoso headwaters ilow from a 
country ;itripi>nd of truos riso and fall 
with llio Rudduiinosa of nuniiitain 
brooks after a shower. Tho reckless 
imjjrovidonco, due to cupidity and 
e^roIqaHnsss, wl)ich has made so much 
Qf qi|r territory a hideous orpanso of 
P*gSl4> rooky, worthloas lields, is tli« 
aauso of our droughts. Improvidence 
n^^^-bij^i^ the blaino,not Providenoo."

Hf> I'oniaiued at Ox- 
ford for several woeks, but was unable 
to loavo his. room, There saenis little 
doubt tli^ typhoid ferer . from which 
the Prince uaB sineo suffered was first 
contracted in that city.

(5,1, antl liis Royal lligimoHs j(jinod the 
Queen, at Windsor, and passod Clhrist- 
nias with her Majesty at Osborne, Im- 

■ msdiatoly aftor Chriatmas the fever 
developed itself, but on New-Year'i 
f|ay Ih" i*riiico was reported to bb pro- 
grossing favorably. Tho fovor con- 

^ fcinuod to run its course, and Sir Wil- 
liam J onnor, who had been in clo.se 
attendance, was able to leave Oshorue 
on tlio 7 th instant. On the 14tlj hii; 
iftoyal i^ghi^ess Tfas officially' p,rp,- 
ubtliucQd convijleBoent, tliough iitill 
i^«)(k.' Within .forty-eigHt hbiirQ of 



this time,, hemorrhage, to which the 
Prinoe^ia cbastitutionally subject, both 
internally and externally, set in, pro- 
ducing extreme debility. Tho de- 
bility continues, and tho homorrgago 
ia intermittently present. Sir Wil- 
liam Jonner, Chief of the Physicians 
now at Osborne, has been th'>Princo's 
medical attendant for some years, and 
thoroughly understands the weak 
points in his constitution; but taking 
into cou»ideration the fact that the 
Prince has scarcely OTsr enjoyed good 
health, and that for some time past 
his debility has been daily increasing, 
his present condition cannot be look- 
ed upon iu any but a serious light.

Sow Very Odd- 

The local organ affects to be struck 
with astonishi^ent Because its masters 
have not received a despatch from' the 
Governor-General of Canada contain- 
ing Lord Carnarvon's recommenda- 
tions. J 'Fully two months," it says, 
"l\a.v^,elapsf d since these despatches 
should have been placed in the hands 
of the Local Governfaient, and why 
they should have been ■withheld peems 
absolutely inexplicabje." Now, that 
can scarcely be, since Mr. Walkem 
^.vas himself at Ottawa trying to ar- 
range maitera, less than one month 
ago! There must lea confusion of 
facts here. 11 '.NTaa Lord Cnrunrvon 
who, at Mr. Walkcm'n request, tlclay- 
ed for two mouths, the aiinouuee- 
ment of the terms -whicli, in 
his opinion "might equitably nnd 
in the interests of all concerned 
bj substituted fur tho.se which had 
failed." But a inoincnt'.=? rcilectiou 
may possibly sbo\Y that the non arri- 
val of a despatch from Lord Dufl'erin 
isn't so very astonishing, after all. If 
information sent to a friend in this 
city by one of our ropreaentatives at 
Ottawa be correct (and were vio at lib- 
erty to mention names none would 
doubt its absolute correctness) , aston- 
ishment on account of the non-arrival 
of the despatch in respect of which it 
is attempted to make sympathy for the 
Local Government and create i)reju- 
dico against the Dominion Govern- 
ment should be greatly modified,if not 
altogether cease. 

(Scene in Mr. Mackenzie's OffUse, imme- 
diately nflcr Mr. Walkem's arrival at Olta- 
via from England.) 

Mk. Walkem — (Looking very sub- 
dued) — "Well, Mr. Mackenzie, what 
do you propose doing in the matter of 
legislation in respect of tiio new 
terms ? 

Ms. Mackenzie. — I propose to do 
nothing. 

Mit. Walkem, (evincing surprise). — 
Well, it seems to me we are just 
where we were at the beginning. 

Mr. Mackenzie. — That's exactly my 
opinion. 

Mti. "Walkem. — Then I shall not 
prbposG any legislation on the subject 
in British Columbia cither. 

Mb. Mackenzie. — There I think you 
are miBtoken, Mr. Wftlkem. It appears to 
me you must legislalel And if you do not 
you will declare your insincei-ity in 
the course you pursued last session of 
your legislature. If you were right 
then you must certamly be wrong now 
in refusing to have the sanction of the 
Legislature and the people. 

Mr. Walkem went away evidently 
troubled 'n spirit. 

This brief dialogue will 9nablc the 
reader to look behind the curtain and 
see what a fraud is sought to be per- 
petrated upon the people of Columbia 
by a tricky Ministry. It may also ac- 
count for the non receipt of the des- 
patch containing Lord Carnarvon's re- 
commendations. If there is to bo no 
legislation to give reality and force to 
tjbtOBe recommendations — or, in the 
words of their author, to "substitute" 
them "for those wlnoli liad failed," it 
seems not impossible that, concciTing 
matters and parties to st;ind just as 
thoy were a year ago. Lord iJuffcrin 
may think the seudiug of a despatch 
quite .unnecessary. We do not say 
that this is the (rue explnnatiotl; but 
we do say that, in viov,- of all the facts, 
in view of Mi'. \\'alkGiri's lidniission 
and Mr. ■MaclcGn/.io'fi opinio;! tiiat 
without legislation mattci-s are just 
where they were at tho beginning, it 
looks very like the true explanation. 

Public Schools. 

Amongst the annual lAe])orls laid ou 
the table of the Houuo on Monday that 
of tho Superintendent of Hducalion is 
by no means the least important; and 
wo regret that considerations i)f time 
and space prevent justice being done 
to it in tlio present issue. AVe shall 
confine the present, view to a few of 
the more salient points. 

An increase of 2L7 children in at- 
tendance over last year, and 711 over 
that of 1872, is shown. The number 
in attendance is 1245, and the num- 
ber that ought to be in attendance, 2,- 
039, There has been expended for 
salaries of Teachers if 22, 2 Hi, 50; for in- 
cidental expenses, $2,207,1 1 ; for build- 
ings, repairs, &c., $9,988,35. The 
Jo west cost per pu^jil, per annum, is 
$13,D2,ih, "Victoria; the highest, $55,50 
per pupil (for about 8 months' tui- 
tion) in Ii.'ike JJistrict. There are em- 
ployed ;52 Teachers, — 17 males, and 
15 females, — only four of whom hold 
first class certificates. The Superin- 
tendent deplores the want of interest 
manifested in many districts in tho 
success and progress of tho Kcliools 
both by parents and trusti^es. Tim 
Reijort says: "Tho time has fully 
come when two High Schools, — one at 
Tictoria and the other at New Wost- 
ministor — should bo established;" and 
it goes on to rnconnnend that iinmo- 
diftto stops sliould bo taken to socuro 
Govornment House, Now We^lnunstur, 
forthatpurposo.No progress whatever, 
says the Report, has been made by 
Trusttee Boards towards the enforce- 
ment of tho compulsory attendance 
clause of tlio School Act. Tho success 
■.ol .the Boarding-school experiment has 
)JMn plaoiSd beyoQd a ^oubt,,, oind itn 



extension of tho system is recommend- 
ed. The inauguration of a Teachers' 
Convention is the subject of .congratu- 
lation; the scarcity of trainied Teachers 
is lamented, and it ia frankly admitted 
that the rate paid is too low to attract 
good Teacliers. Nino new school dis- 
tricts have been created during tho 
year; and tho Supenntondent travelled 
during the year 120P'miIes by steamer, 
425 by canoe, 640 by stage; 1255 on 
horse-back, and 18-1 on toot — a total 
of :3G0O miles, ou duty. Tho very in- 
teresting Report concludes with an 
expression of confidence in the success 
of free education.

Tho following eitrnots from Mr. Sand 
lord Floiniiig's lioport, laid beforo Tar- 
liament during tlio presonl session, will 
ba fotiud intorostiiig: — 

TUB insarHitK ob uodntjIin itnaiox. 
It is in this region that great dif&oalt- 
iea must be looked for. It is traToraecl bj- 
tvo groat rauges of mountains, the Rooky 
Monatainu proper, which are f5r«t met in 
jouriioj-iug from the east, and what is 
known as the Oasoado liango ortonding 
along. tlio racillc coast. Bt-twcan tboso 
moiiiitaiu ningea an elevatedlpIiUoau oo- 
oui-«i averagiDg from 3,000 to -l.OOO foot 
and upwanl above the sea, -within tbo 
limits of wLiioU are manj aubsidiary 
mountaja masses. 

The Rocky MountninB are pierced by 
BOTeral pnsBos, ranging from 7,000 to 
2,000 foet abovo sbs level. Tlio Caacada 
Range proaouts a bold uuddeliant aspoct. 
Here the ma.iu dillioultiosaro found. 

Surveys were carried on in tho Moun- 
tain Begjon during 1871-72-73 and are 
nc(]^^?pragrsj|s. Jl route has be«u traaed 
iron '^the' north River Saskatolowan 
oro8«ingtlie Hirers Tambina and McLGod 
and PtosndiDg tbo Jasper and Cilodouian 
Ttlloys to tho Yellow lioad I'lisB. Trom 
thin point it followod ouo of tbo braaoh- 
•K of tlio Rivor FraHcr to Toto Juan* 
Caehfl, thence it crossed by Lake Oian- 
borry to River G|ii(oe and farther on pass- 
ed 0T«r a low water shed by Lake iJbre- 
da to River North Thompson, and by the 
TftUey of this rivor ultimatoly rsaohod 
Kamloopa. From this point it runs to 
Lake Nioola to pass up tho Coqaihalla 
Valley to Fort llopo, whence it follows 
tho Lower Fraser to Burrard's lalgt near 
' Ner Westminster. 

Tho difficnltioa on this route occur 
between Hope and Kauiloops, where 
frjkclie'iifcs of 172 feot por mile will bo 
nioesiary, and whore a great length of 
tunnelling and other heavy work at dif- 
ferent points will bo exacted. 

A deviation from this route has been 
examined, following from Kamloopa, the 
Bivori Thompson and Fraser, to tide 
water. By this divergence, a distance of 
165 milei, no bigli summits are passed 
over, but the groiind is not favorable. 
The canyons of tho two rivers extend 
ovpr half the distanoe and would call for 
Dnuiually heavy work. 

A thira liciO was run from Howe Sound 
aoross the Casoado Mountains, tbroagh a 
■ariei of. openings to Lillooet on the 
Qraliii a£<3 ibtooe over tbe plateau of 
Central British Columbia, by the Marble 
OanyOQ and tho Buonaparte Yalley to 
tho River North Thompson, whoro it 
oonnocts with tiio original lino. The 
distancn is '284 miles, and in this distance 
the lino pasbOrf over four .summits, in 
alevaiipn from l,6l0 to 3,847 foet abovo 
uiiVeA, tire iptermediate grouad falling 
to 700 and 847 feet. 

Anotlior liue was surveyed from "Wad- 
dingtoD LLiirbur, at tho hoad of Bnto lo- 
let, aasaiuUng the Taller of th» Ilomathco 
through tho Cascade Mountains to Lake 
Tatla, passing thence across the Chilico- 
tin Plains to _tho River Fraser, which it 
orossas libont 16 miles above Soda Creek. 
Patting bj Lae laHaoht and Lake Oanim. 
it would Kj.-iuh the Tliompson Valley, 
jiear tiie month of tlioKiver Clearwater, 
and by tl.at; v.ill(;y procectl to tbo Teto 
Jaiins Ccclio. Three summits are passed 
over oil tl)ii lino ;!,117 feat, 8,700 feet and 
8,104 feet abnvo tiio sea. In soma sec- 
tions the work would ba heavy. 

The great difHoulty on this line will 
eocur in Milling from tide water to the 
tetd ol ibR f;roat Canyon, where 2,285 
feet yerticnl must be ascended in 3i miles 
the height of 1,650 feet having to ho faoed 
in 1& miles. Tho dn.soant from Lake 
Oanim to tho Thompson Valley is also 
▼•ry diOtcnlt. It was auppossd that this 
line might bo improvoil by following 
River IJIuo to Lha River Thompson, but 
Tocont advicos from an exploring party 
aent out during tho winter to test the 
nattor rcndcr.i any great improvement 
4oabtf 111 , 

In my l.-.rgor report I directed atten- 
iion to a line- )>rojeoted from Bute Inlet 
Aoroas tho Cliilicotin rising to Fort 
Oeorge, and thence the possibility of ob- 
taining a lino either by the Teta Janne 
Cncho or tlio SmoV^7 River Pass. 

Likowiao I. sultmittod tiio possibility of 
pasf'inj; liy tho Itiver Pernio. 

A Burvoy was mado between Wr.ddinp- 
ion Harbour nnd Seymour XiirrowH, %vi1ti 
tho \iow of ascertaining how fur it is 
prablicable to extend the railway lino 
from. the main line to Vancoaver Island. 
OnTanponver Island explorations were 
made between Seymour Karrowa and 
Esquimau with satisfaotory resnlts.

Small Editions of Humii.- 

The Troy T^imei saygi' '^''1110 littlo two- 
pound specimen of humanity that wa.s 
mentioned'yesterda.v ns having boen re- 
ported before tho Medical Association 
was born in this city about a month ago, 
and when the child first appeared into 
tho world it had much the ajipearauce of 
a very aged person. Its skin ivaa shrivel- 
ed and its eyoa covered with a film as 
though ago had dimmed them, but by 
careful nursing these peculiaritica liavo 
disappeared, and its skin is now smooth 
its eyes bright aud it has every promise 
of long life before it. Its proud mother 
can entirely hide tho littlo one from viow 
by covering it with hor outstretched 
hands. ^But this is not a solitary instance. 
There is now residing in South Troy a 
Lid seven years of ago, stout, rugged and 
hearty, who at the day of his birth weigh- 
ed only one and threo-fourths poimds. A 
physician roaiding in this city relates an 
instance of a child being born in January 
1874, of a mother who was in tho lust 
stages of consumption, wiiich weighed 
one and a half pounds. This little ono 
was i)orfcot in formation and survived 
01 gh teen dayii. Another old physician re- 
lates the circumstances of meeting a short 
time ago iu Detroit, Michigan, a young 
man upward of fiftoon years of ago, tall, 
robust and well formed, who, whon he 
aided him into tho world, weighed two 
and threo-quartor pounds. The above 
births all occurred in this city. Another 
inttauco is brought to our knowledge of 
a case that occurred in Albany of a little 
one that weighed at birth only two and 
throe-sixteenths pounds. "This child 
was also well formed and was doing well 
uutil Boized with that terror of children, 
tho croup, which terminated its life." 

We know a bright, intelligent littlo 
niie.s, now rebidiiig in this city, who is 11 
years old and who weighs about sixty 
pounds, who, when slie opened her oyes 
upon this world, weighed loss than ono 
pound and a half. She was tho tiniest 
piece of humanity whioh we over heard 
of. The nurso, in washing and dressing 
her, used to lay her in tho palm of her 
hand, and tho first few days cf her life 
wore mostly spent wrapped up in cotton- 
wool and placed in a basket beside the 
stove to keep her warm. Her head 
would go into a small-sized teacup. Can 
any one tail of a "smaller edition of hu- 
manity" that lived and grew to be a 
bright and promiaiug little lady ?—.Bos- 
lon Journal.
